The responsibility of this war is 
not very difficult to place. For 
many years the mad and autocratic 
ruler of Germany has spent millions 
of dollars to create a formidable 
army and fleet, all with a view of 
crushing Great Britain and ulti¬ 
mately the world.

trical forces in the skies, so the 
sword will be the ultimate deciding 
factor in the world until the world 
disappears.”

Drilling 
of the No. 1 well on 12-20-3, and 
the No. 2 well on 24-20-3, is now 
under operation Experienced oil 
men who have visited the properties 
and seen the tnachinery in use say 
that the company have got the best 
oil drilling rigs on the field. They 
are fitted with cement foundations, 
and the derricks are 84 feet. 

The property of this company, 
which is situated in the Turner 
Valley, is in the best position in 
the oil field. Other companies at 
present who have either started 
drilling or chosen their first loca¬ 
tions for drilling in the Turner 
Valley are the Turner Valley, the 
three wells of the Dingman, Pied¬ 
mont, Herron-Elder, Prudential, 
Alberta Petroleum, Southern Al¬ 
berta, and the Western Pacific oil 
companies. 

The North-Western Pacific is 
splendidly situated in regard to 
location, and the company have 
sold $100,000 worth of stock, suffi¬ 
cient to enable them to proceed 
with operations and carry them out 
to a successful issue.

Holders of stock have no cause 
for pessimism. The market re¬ 
ports show that there is scarcely 
any of the stock changing hands, 
people having enough faith in their 
companies to hold on.

The Western representative of 
the Toronto Globe, who has always 
made very accurate surveys of the 
crop situation, has the following to 
say of the wheat crop of Alberta 
for 1914. 

“In Alberta the amount of acre¬ 
age under wheat this year is said 
by the Provincial Department of 
Agriculture to .be 1,161,222 acres, 
as against 1,126,833 acres last year. 
The crop of wheat in Alberta last 
year amounted to 21,610,233 bush¬ 
els, which included both winter 
and spring varieties.^ The average 
yield of spring wheat in this prov¬ 
ince in 1913 was 19.5 bushels per 
acre, and of winter wheat 14.93 
bushels per acre. In.1910, the last 
very dry year, the average wheat 
yield was 12 bushels per acre in 
Alberta. This year, based on a 
rather liberal estimate, Alberta will 
have about 15,000,000 bushels of 
wheat or some six million less than

Canada mill exports almost half of 
the pulpwood she produces in the raw 
state, althoigh these exports are be 
i iqg checked by regulations enacted 
ln the different provinces which for¬ 
bid the export of raw, or unmanufac¬ 
tured, timber cut on crown lands. The 
recent legislation ln the province of 
Quebec which also forbids tlie export 
of “raw" timber from lands granted 
to railway compatles will tend tc fur; 
ther decrease this- economic waster 

Altogether, 48 firms operate 65 pulp 
mills ln Canada. Quebec has 34 of 
these mills; Ontario 17; Nova Scotia,. 
4; New Brunswick, 4; and British Col¬ 
umbia, 3. In addition to these active 
mills, reports were received at the 
forestry branch from 10 firms whose 
mills were idle and 5 firms with mills 
under construction.

just what ii a tornado, and why? 
Tba weather bureau In Washington 
was asked tor an explanation chat 
would be readily understandable. 
This is It: ' 

Fill a stationary washbowl, with 
water, pull out the plug—and you 
will have an Illustration of a tornado. 
After a little of the water has run 
out you .will eoe the oontents of the 
bowl swirling about an airhole over 
the outlet of the basin. If you stop 
to think about' it you will realise that 
the air pressure must be very strong 
In order to keep back the water. 
That, is the principle InvolVed in a 
tornado—or In a cyclone, for a cy¬ 
clone is na intensified tornado. 

A tornado U brought about In this 
way: Two layers, or strata, of air 
overlap. The hot air, which is near 
the ground has a tendency to line. 
The cold air, heavier than tho hot 
air, has a tendency to fall. Thus 
it happens sometimes that the 
hot air breaks through the layer of 
cold air, procigely as the air breaks 
through the water in the basin when 
the plug is pulled. Through this vent 
the hot air rushes upward, and about 
this vent the cold air whirls down¬ 
ward, in the manner of the funnel- 
shaped cloud. 

According to the weather man, 
tornadoes often reach E velocity or 
ISO mires an hour. But the damage 
to property is not alone by the force 
of the wind. A tornado might pass 
in frpnt of a brick house,-, for exam¬ 
ple, without itself Inflicting much 
damagq. As It rushes by the build¬ 
ing, however, it sucks away all of the 
air, creating a vacuum Immediately 
next to the wall. Whereupon the air 
inside of the building forces out the 
front wall, because there Is no coun¬ 
ter ’pressure of air from the outside. 
It is what amounts to an interior 
explosion, with the Important dif¬ 
ference that practically nothing In¬ 
side the house Is damaged.

The Jlfe stories of the gunmen who 
killed Rosenthal are sketched by 
Wlnthrop D. Lane In The Survey. 
“They are,” he says, “the histories of 
four young men whom the world haj 
stamped as ‘hardened criminals,' but 
beyond whose connection with a 
single crime the world has not cared 
to look. 

“A number of facts stand out. First, 
there is no record of law-breaking 
against the parents of any of them. 
Brothers of Gyp and Whltey have 
been convicted of offenses, but their 
waywardness came later, so that no 
one of the four can be explained on 
the ground that he cam6 from • long 
line of criminals, or the family ex¬ 
ample and encouragement is respons¬ 
ible for his undoing. 

"The early years of each seem 
quite clearly to have been normal 
and straightforward, giving no hint 
of the direction later conduct was to 
take. One by one. through disease, 
going to school, or going to work, 
they came into contact with the ab¬ 
normal street life of a crowded and 
heterogeneous community. Their 
youth demanded play and excitement 
and they sought these where they 
were easiest to And. 

“Gradually, but with seeming In¬ 
evitableness they made the acquaint¬ 
ance of older boys and men who had 
mastered the trick of turning an easy 
dollar. 

“Their own entrances Into crime 
were gradual, beginning, In every 
case but that of Dago Frank, with pet¬ 
ty attempts while they were still In 
their teens to get spending monjy 
Easily.

The most 
natural food fog. the •horse during 
working hours'Is oats, while It may 
be said that oats and timothy, or sim¬ 
ilar hay, forms a well-balanced diet. 

The matter of water Is also of as 
much Importance to the work horse 
as It-Is to the driver. Yet he drinks 
often, while his team may go from 
mom to noou without It.

Hatching Eggs In Rice 

Certain of the Chinese in the lntet- 
lor districts adjacent to Amoy employ 
a somewhat unusual method for 
hatching both hens' and ducks’ egga. 
The breeder first takes a quantity 
of unbusked rice and roasts it, cool¬ 
ing it dcfwn by fanning or allowing the 
wind to blow through until it is luke¬ 
warm. He then spreads a three Inch 
layer of the rice In a wooden tub and 
places about 100 eggs thereon; an¬ 
other layer of rice, this second and 
subsequent layer being but two inches 
in thickness, is spread over the eggs. 
Each tub has six layers of rice and 
five layers of eggs.-so that there are 
600 eggs In eaelKtub. The rice Is 
heated once every twenty-four hours, 
the eggs being taken out at such 
times. The chicks and ducklings are 
produced In twenty to thirty days.— 
London Globe.

“Conservation of Life is the 
newer and broader Publio Health. 
It embraces all the Science of 
Hygiene. It a< eks to minimize and 
prevent as far as possible diatase, 
disability and waste in human life 
by the betterment of man’s envir 
onment and occupation, assuring 
to all classes of the community 
those ameauies which in their 
widest sense will produoe the 
h gbest attainab'edegree of bnman 
efficiency It is the centre aronod 
which there oan be no truly nation¬ 
al vitality”. 

The articles in the publication 
deal with subjeolg relative to the 
health of the public, both in home 
and out of doors. They insist 
that aa the wealth of a nation

j the British official news bureau an¬ 
nounces that the Austrian govern¬ 
ment has ordered the Austrian 
■ cruiser Kaiserin Elizabeth, now at 
: Tsing-Tau, to disarm, and has fur¬ 
ther instructed the crew to proceed 
to Tien Tsin. This apparently 
eliminates Austria from the con¬ 
flict in the far east. 

\1 Reports are current that Em per - 
' | or Francis Joseph is seriously ill. 
These reports have been denied, 
but they are being reiterated. 

While the Liege forts are said to 
be holding out, an official statement 
of the French government tells of 
the blowing up of fort Chaudefon- 
U.ine by the Belgian commander 
alter it had been razed by the Ger¬ 
man guns. Official Russian dis¬ 
patches claim victory for the Rus. 
sian forces over three German 
corps. 

Grand Duke Nicholas describes 
Russian victories in East Pru$sia. 

The Servians are apparently driv¬ 
ing out the Austrians, and a late 
dispatch by way of Italy says it is 
announced at Vienna that the oper¬ 
ations against Servia on the Drina 
river have been abandoned. It is 
reported that the Italian army will 
1 be mobilized on August 27. 


The French and British troops 
are facing the greater part of the 
German army along a battle line 
which extends from Mons to the 
Luxemburg frontier. The allied 
armies, which have been concentra¬ 
ting at strategic points for the past 
two weeks, are believed to be 
strongly entrenched, with powerful 
forts to lend them support in hold¬ 
ing back the invader's. 

An official announcement issued 
at Paris warns the people that the 
tide of battle may ebb and flow; that 
there will be actions along this great ( 
line which are bound to be respon¬ 
ded to by stirring counter-action? 
by the Germans, and that the 
people must wait in patience for 
the outcome of the first phase of 
this great battle, which will prob¬ 
ably'last several days, before it can 
be determined upon which side 
victory rests. 

Japan has come into the war of 
nations. The P^mperor of Japan 
has declared war on Germany and 
the Japanese fleet and land forces 
are ready for the struggle around 
Kiao-Cljau, the German protector¬ 
ate in China. Late dispatches 
from Tsing Tail say that the Ger¬ 
man preparation is complete, and 
that the territory will be defended 
to the utmost. Several German 
warships are lying in the harbor of 
Tsing-Tau and the waters have 
been mined.

The fact that notice has already j 
been given for the war appropria- j 
tion of $50,000,000 and other em-j 
e.geOicy measures, stimulates thej 
belief that the session will wind up 
very shortly, probably with tdft 
days or a fortnight. It is very 
likely that during this “war. ses¬ 
sion” a dozen bills of more or less 
emergent nature, will be placed on 
the statute books. 

After that authorizing the ex¬ 
penditure of money for Canada’s 
forces, coast defence and other ex¬ 
penses incidental to the war, as 
well as pay for the gift to England 
of one million bags of flour, an¬ 
other bill of importance will be the 
one empowering the government to 
exercise its authority in such a 
manner as to prevent undue in¬ 
crease in the price of foodstuffs. 

It is also regarded as practically 
certain that legislation authorizing 
the government to declare a mora¬ 
torium while war prevails, will be 
enacted. The effect of a mora¬ 
torium proclamation is to postpone 
the payment of indebtedness. It 
may be general or limited, and for 
such time and subject to such terms 
and conditions as the government 
may determine. Up to the present 
there has been no necessity for a 
proceeding of this nature in the 
Dominion, and although such ne¬ 
cessity is not expected to arise, H 
is considered advisable to pass the 
act authorizing such proceeding, 
either whole or in part by procla¬ 
mation, should the emergency 
arise.''

The agrionnnral c mini lien of 
the Calgaxy board of trade have at 
present a scheme whereby the far¬ 
mers in the Calgary district will 
be supplied with live stook of all 
kinds, based on the easy payment 
or light rental system. It is pro 
posed that the guarantee of a 
number of ihe business men of the 
city, members of the board of 
trade who are interested in the 
agricultural welfare of the district 
b©~obtained. Then one of the 
banks will be approached and oare- 
fully sounded on the question of a 
loan, the amount of which will be 
fixed by the s ze of the undertaking 
With the money obtained, the 
board will prooeed to purchase 
what live stock they see is neoes 
sary to supply the demand, and 
these will be placed on the farms 
of such farmers who oau offer the 
best of security. The exact 
method that will be adopted in re¬ 
gard to the farmer paying for this 
stock is not yet arrived at but it is 
thought likely that it will be along 
the lines of easy payments, or a 
small rent that might be charged 
for each animal, the last of the 
payments would constitute the 
purchase payment on the animal 
and it would then become the 
property of the farmer. By this 
means the stook would not pass 
out^f the hands of the board until 
the merhbdrs were stfre of the good 
faith of the purchaser. 

The scheme is not to be plaoed 
on a profit basis, but only such 
charges will be made as will oover 
the expenses of the sobeme without 
leavings deficit.

Employed—Low Cosf cf 
Production 

Farm management Is the applica¬ 
tion of business principles to farming 
A farm enterprise must be organized 
for the purpose o' securing the great¬ 
est continuous profits. It Is not 
enough to raise good crops or to se¬ 
cure a large animal production; these 
must be produced economically. Thfs 
is accomplished only when capital 
and labor are so adjusted to existing 
conditions that maximum yields are 
obtained at the lowest cost. Every de¬ 
partment must be well organized and 
I must be coordinated with the others. 
Labor must be fully employed, capital 
must be properly utilized, both quant¬ 
ity and quality of products must be 
secured .and the products must be 
wisely marketed. 

In the days of ou- fathers the farm 
provided tlmoat everything needed by 
the family. The few things not' raised 
on the farm were received In trade 
from the Village store. Very little 
money was' required or handled by 
the farmer. The measure of his suc¬ 
cess was his ability to produce his 
own food and clothing rather than his 
I ability to organize his business and 
buy and sell. Slnco machinery has 
been Introduced in the factory and on 
the farm, money has become neces¬ 
sary for the farmer. No longer can 
he raise or trade all he needs. He 
must sell his products and buy most 
of his requirements. All these changes 
mean the the farmer of today. In 
order to be successful, must be a busi¬ 
ness man. He not only produces, but 
he sells and buys. The kind of bi si- 
[ ness ability needed Is not alone that { 
| of the trader. but also that of the 
executive, #ho can organize-the farm 
into a successful enterprise. In Idle 
horse in the ban is often a greater 
source of loss than a bad deal in 
horses. Failu r n is caused by poor 
management as well as by poor cro_)s. 
The successful farmer must consider 
and plan his work ahead of time. He 
must have a plan for stormy days as 
well as a plan for field work. He must 
foresee moH tilings that are about !o 
go wrong, and prevent them from go¬ 
ing wrong. 

We must not assume,-however, that 
all farmers ere ignorant and unbusi¬ 
nesslike. Some of them are the 
lathers anl brotffers of our captlans 
of industry, i rd ar.i as efficient ior 
their conditions as the city man is or 
his. The farmer Is, however, slower 
In changing his methods and in adapt¬ 
ing himself and his farm to meet new 
conditions and requirements as they 
arise. The moie the farmer thinks 
and the more his brawn is Intelli¬ 
gently directed by his brain, the 
greater will- be the resultant satisfac¬ 
tion and success.

Preservation of Eggs 

Preserve only absolutely fresh 
eggs; stale eggs will not keep in any 
preservative. 

Have youi preservative ready to 
receive the fresh eggs as you get 
them. 

If you are in doubt as to the fresh¬ 
ness of the eggs, candle them, or tee 
weather they sink when placed In a 
dish or clear water. IL-atr'egg'ainks 
It is reasonably fresh. 

Do not preserve dirty eggs or eggs 
that have been washed. Washed 
eggs will uot. keep because the shell 
has been moliteue !: and dlrdiy egg 1 ' 
will become tainted in flavor. 

Do not use the same liquid pre¬ 
servative more than one year. 

Infertile eggs are better than fer¬ 
tile eggs for preserving. 

Do not leave eggs in the preserva¬ 
tive longer than one year. .<- 

Rinse the eggs with water, after 
removing them from the preserva¬ 
tive. 

Eggs that are in good condition 
when removed from water glass so¬ 
lution will usually remain good for 
two weeks. 

Water glass eggs are practically as 
good as fresh for all cookiiu 

purposes., If it Is desired to boll 
them, pr/ck a small hole through the 
targe end of the shell before placing 
them ki the water The pores of the 
shell have been sealed by the water 
glass solution, ai.d without the pin¬ 
hole the expanding air within the 
shell would barat it.

CENSUS IS TAKEN OF 
POPULATjON IN NORTH 

CHARACTER AND HABIT* OF LIFE 
IN THE NORTHERN WILDS 
OF CANADA 

Some Interesting Facte Are Gleaned 
From the Census Bulletin Relative 
to Canada’s Farthest North Popula¬ 
tion—How Eskimo Hunters Are 
Cheated. 

■ According to a census bulletin giv¬ 
ing some details of Canada’s farthest 
north population, there are some si* 
hundred Eskimos in Ungava. On the 
east coast of.Hudson Bay, and on the 
vest coast md In the Churchill dis¬ 
trict the total population la given as 
L688, of whom 1,360 are Eskimos, 180 
Indians, 27 hall-breeds and 22 whites. 

Some Interesting Information Is 
given ai« to tbe character and habits 
at life of. the Dominion's population 
In the northern wilds. Speaking of 
Ike Eskimos on the east coast of Hud- 
non Bay, Rev. R. J. Renlson, Arch¬ 
deacon of Moosonee, who took the 
census, says' 

i -Of si* hundred Eskimos thought 
to be living cn the east coast of 
Hudson Bay, 641 names were obtain- 
md. The names are stated to be 
thoroughly reliable, but tbe ages 
would be pure guess work. 

"In calling most of them pagans 
R must be remembered that they are 
noAw^name only, since all of them 
have their rellgtcuS books, and prac¬ 
tically everyone of the ago of c ten 
can read them. Heathen practices 
are a thing of the past. Tne major¬ 
ity of the people live in the most 
equalid conditions, ana are destitute 
•f proper' clothing through the fail¬ 
ure of the deer, which long ago were 
numerous along the ^east o^-st of 
.Hudson Bay.” 

The report of Mr. Courtlandt 
Starnes, commissioner of customs ut 
Fort Churchill, and local superintend 
ent of the Royal Northwest Mount¬ 
ed Police, covered the western shore 
•f Hudson Bay from Fort Churchill 
to the northern extremity of Mel¬ 
ville Peninsula. Mr. Stearnes divided 
tbe work Into three parts, and ap-. 
pointed an enumerator for each. 
Some of the work was done on trails 
covered heavily with snow, and with 
the temperature never above 40 de- 
- grees below ziro. 

Sergt. Hayter reported that U»e 
people in his district had no Idea 
whatever of their age, and they knew 
nothing of our divisions of time. They 
. are sometimes polymagists, some¬ 
times polyandrlsta They are fond 
ef children, but change, them about, 
adopting some or giving their own 
away, according to convenience, so 
that it was hard to reckon by fami¬ 
nes. 

M. Fabien Vanasse, historiograph¬ 
er of the Canadian government steam¬ 
ship Arctic, under Captain Bernier, 
was appointed to take the census, of 
Baffin Island, and took in addition the 
census of Kilkcnek, or Port Burwell, 
on the south side of Hudson Straits. 
His report contains the following in¬ 
teresting remarks as to conditions 
amongst the Eskimos. 

“The yearly value of the hunt for 
each Eskimo hunter is placed at $800 
or $1,000 on the premises. If this for¬ 
saken one cf civilization were living 
to the proximity ofvour competitive 
markets, if be knew the value of the 
products of the hunt If he was more 
concerned -.bout the future, ho might 
live in modest comfort, in spite of all 
the Inconveniences he has. to suffer 
from the inhospitable climate where 
God has placed him. But unfor¬ 
tunately, the Eskimo has no Idea of 
the economic values he holds in his 
hands after his slaughter of ten or 
twenty polar hears, his capture of 
35 or 30 and sometimes 100 foxes, of 
eight to ten wolves, of hundreds of 
large salmon, each weighing ten, 
twenty or thirty pounds, and which 
he throws to the dogs. Besides this, 
he Is obviously cheated each year by 
the shimmers of the sea, who visit 
him to collect hie furs. At the trad¬ 
ing centres he exchanges for a few 
pounds of biscuits cr tobacco, a few 
quarts of molasses, pipes, matches 
, and some yards of showy cotton 
good#, his silky furs of the greatest 
economic value. Generally speakjng, 
tlio Eskimo does not attain a very ad- 
van *cl age. Some have been met, 
however, aged from 60 to 66 years. 
The average length of life of this 
little people is from 35 to 40 years.

Pensions for Widows 
A sweeping pension system for wid¬ 
ows left with the support of children 
was the recommendation brought in 
by the commission of inquiry appoint¬ 
ed last winter in New York. 

The report of the committee point- 
^ ed out the inestimable service to the 
state performed by widows who keep 
their families Intact and bring them 
ap in law-abiding discipline. Mothers 
forced to work cannot do this, and 
as a result New York alone in sup¬ 
porting 5,000 necessarily neglected 
children. 

It is said that while enormous 
sums from private and public char- 
• (ties have failed to touch even the 
fringe of the problem of the work¬ 
ing widow as it at present stands, 
but $500,000 would he needed to en¬ 
able poor, but worthy, widows to live 
to comfort In their own homes. ,

The death Is announced at Edin¬ 
burgh in her 85th year, of Mrs. Eliza¬ 
beth Anderson, who was one of the 
few remaining lady survivors of the 
siege of Lucknow. At the time of the 
siege, Mrs. Anderson’s husband, Dr. 
Thomas Anderson, was a medical of¬ 
ficer In India, and was stationed at 
Delhi. Mrs. Anderson was on a visit 
to Lucknow when the mutiny broke 
cut and she remained in the beleag¬ 
uered city for nine months, and she 
used to recall that she was present 
to the taikhana, or cellar, to which 
Europeans went, to escape the, heat. 
Immediately underneath the room, to 
which Sir Henry Lawrence was taken 
when tbe distinguished general died.

RAILWAY FH|E PROTECTION SHOALS OF HERRING WASTED 


Companion New Energetic In Protec¬ 
tive Measures— Settlers’ Steak Re¬ 
sponsible for Many Flroa 
According to the fire inspection de¬ 
partment of the board of railway com- 
mission era, the railway* throughout 
the country are doing very much bet¬ 
ter this year In the matter of fire 
protection than they have ever done 
before. There has been closer com 
pliance with the requirements of the 
beard, and a tar greater degree of c. - 
operation between the vartcus 
agencies Interested In fire prevention. 
In particular, the railways are co 
operating with the fire protective or¬ 
ganizations of the Dominion and pro¬ 
vincial governments. The situation 
has also been greatly Improved by 
the increase. In number and strength, 
of lumbermen’s cooperative fire pro¬ 
tective associations, of which there 
are now two In the province of 
Quebec, protecting a total of near¬ 
ly 14,000,000 acres. 

In the past railways have always 
teen regarded as one of the prin¬ 
cipal causes of forest fire destruction. 
This situation ic now being rapidly 
changed, due to the Increasing oare 
given this matter under the require¬ 
ments of the railway commission. 
The fire hazard is being reduced by 
the expenditure of large sums by rail¬ 
way companies in disposing of Inflam¬ 
mable debris on rights of way. Great 
rare Is - taken to keep the spark ar¬ 
resters on locomotives In good order. 
Through the more dangerous sec¬ 
tions,- special fire patrols are mt in 
tained, and everywhere railway em¬ 
ployees have received special instruc¬ 
tions regarding the reporting and ex¬ 
tinguishing of fires in the vicinity of 
the track. . . , ,, i 

Reports received by the chief fire’ 
inspector of thv board Indicate that; 
to a very much greater extent than 
in previous year, the fires In the vicin¬ 
ity of the railways have been ade¬ 
quately handled by the railway em¬ 
ployees and that mfist of the serious 
fires reported rs occurring In May or¬ 
iginated at a distance from the rail¬ 
ways, frequently as % result of set- 
tiers’ slash-jurnlng operations.—C. L. 
in Conservation. 


Reducing Strength of Permanent Unite 

The present strength ot two units 
of the permanent force, the engineer 
corps and army service corps, Is to be 
reduced by the minister ‘of militia. 
The numbers-cf beth units as at pre¬ 
sent constituted are considered too 
great and Colonel Sam Hughes In¬ 
tends to reduce them to a workable 
size. The Canadian army service 
corps is now one-third as great num¬ 
erically as that for the whole Brit¬ 
ish army. In spite of the great dis¬ 
parity of the Canadian and British 
forces. 

These units were constituted in 
their present strength ten years ago. 
The minister of militia has always 
ccntended that they might with ad¬ 
vantage be reduced and considers 
the present r. good time to do so. This 
does not mead, however, that, the of¬ 
ficers and men whose services are 
dispensed with as far as these two 
units are concerned, will be out of 
positions, since according to military 
law they must b> given an opportun¬ 
ity to transfer to other corps. 

The present strength of the army 
service corps is about 160 and of the 
engineering'carps about 300. 

Color No Guide to Foxes 

An interesting incident mentioned 
by the explorer Low In one of his ie- 
ports is to the effect that on the 
Moose rlvefi, iln Ungava, in 1887, he 
found a fox litter containing seven 
hits, of which two were red, three 
were cross, and the remaining two, 
black and silver, thus showing that 
the color of foxes no more consti¬ 
tutes varieties than Coes the differ¬ 
ence of color in a litter of kittens of 
the domestic cat 

Northern Ungava produces the In¬ 
teresting white or Arctic fox, which 
exists in no other part of the province 
of Quebec. In fact It has been rare¬ 
ly taken south of Lake Michikamau 
or Nlchicun, excepting along the coast 
l'ne of Hudson Bay, where specimens 
have been seen nearly as far south 
as James Bay. The blue fox is much 
less abundant than the white, with 
which it Is often found. 

Single furs from come of these ani¬ 
mals have produced over $2,000 each, 
and choice live foxes of Ungava qual¬ 
ity are easily worth from $5,000 to 
$10,000 each. 


Electric Snow 

A wierd account of his experiences 
on the vast unknown Antarctic con¬ 
tinent during his expedition of 1911- 
13 was given the other day by Dr. 
Mawson to the Fellows of the Royal 
Geographical Society. He described 
the landing of the base party on 
Arelie Land, immediately south of 
Australia. This stretch of territory 
proved to ba Ihe windiest on earth. 

Stones were whirled in the air; 
anything not buried in the snow was 
torn down by the tempest. Fortun¬ 
ately the hut In which they lived 
was drifted over to such an extent 
that only a small portion of its root 
showed above the surface. 

The drifting snow became charged 
with electricity, and at night all 
pointed objects and often the clothes, 
nose and finger-tips glowed with a 
pale blue electric discharge. 

A SILENT WORLD 

Predicts a Great Future for the Use 
of Rubber in Street Pavipg and 
Public Buildings 

Sir Henry Blake drew a picture of 
a coming silent world In presiding at 
the rubber congress at the. Agricul¬ 
tural Hall, Islington 

He looked confidently to the substi¬ 
tution of rubber for wood in street 
paving and also anticipated rubber 
flooring for churches and public and 
private buildings on such a scale as 
would absorb all the rubber which 
could be produced either by nature 
cr art. 

The world’s production of rubber 
In 1913 was 103,440 tons, as against 
€5,400 tons In 1608.

Neglected Opportunities In Pacific 
Coast Fisheries—Openings In 
Conning Industry 

Notwithstanding the fiset that t^e 
fisheries business has made rapid 
progress in British Columbia in re¬ 
cent years, and now constitutes one 
of tbe moat important branches of In¬ 
dustry in the province, there are still 
excellent opportunities for building 
up a profitable trade In canning cer¬ 
tain kinds of fsh. It is the opinion 
ot those who are familiar with condi¬ 
tions that scarcely a beginning has 
been made in commercially exploit¬ 
ing the many varieties of fish which 
abound In these waters. Vast shoals 
of herring run for months every year 
In the hundreds of bays and Inlets 
along the thousand miles of British 
Columbia's Sheltered seacoast. They 
teem in shoals in Nanaimo, Pender 
and Prince Rupert harbors, Quatslno 
Sound, and man/ other harbors and 
bays, from the Frr.ser river to the 
Alaskan boundary. Every year thous¬ 
ands of tons of herring are swept 
in by the tides to be left stranded 
and dying on th<. shores of a hundred 
bays. This Is a great waste cf mater¬ 
ial and opportunity which does not 
seem to havo been taken into account 
by those who are interested In the 
fisheries industry 

The interest In the British Colum¬ 
bia fishing ii.dustry has so far been 
centred almost entirely In salmon 
packing, and there is no lack of capi¬ 
tal and enterprise in that particular 
branch, which has been exploited to 
the neglect cf other Important fea¬ 
tures of the business. The season of 
the salmon run Is short, and the can¬ 
neries are closed down during most of 
the year, while herring can be taken 
all the ear round along the entire 
coast, although the heavy run Is dur 
ing. the wider months. This would 
enable the factories to- continue oper¬ 
ations throughout the year and would 
cbviate, to a large extent, the difficul¬ 
ty ot securing a sufficient number of 
hands to hapdle the business during 
the high season In tbe salmon-canning 
Industry. 

IMMIGRATION ACT REVISION 

No Adequate Penalty For Those Who 
Brought lo Canada Unfortunate 
Hlndue 

The Canadian Immigration act la to 
be revised at the next session ot par¬ 
liament. Passed several years ago 
and conferring upon the department 
very extensive powers, it has been 
found, in its practical application, de¬ 
ficient in several points. Tbe funda¬ 
mental theory is that a country 
should have the right to determine 
what people should come as Immi¬ 
grants and these who- should be re¬ 
jected. In the case of the Hindus, 
for example, there Is no adequate pen¬ 
alty for those who brought to Canada 
these unfortunate people. The own¬ 
ers of the vessel may be responsible 
but they live over in Japan and to get 
them may iqvolvi all kinds of bother 
and possible international complica¬ 
tions. Another point arises, also out 
of the fact that the ship owners main¬ 
tain that they merely hired the ship 
td Gurdlt Singh and his people and 
were not responsible for inaugurating 
the excursion. 

It is proposed to amend the law so 
that In addition to the penalties upon 
the owners’ It will be qategorically 
provided that the ship Itself shall be 
sold. There are a number of other 
points In regard to which the law Is 
to be stiffened. 


DISPLAYING WHALE BONES 


Dominion Fisheries Are Preparing a 
Skeleton of Animal Forty-five 
Feet Long 

In a yard at the corner of Queen 
end O’Conner streets in Ottawa there 
la the most remarkable looking wash 
hanging out on a clothes-line tha* 
the capital ever saw, It consists ot 
.the bones of a whale. Nearby are 
the huge fins called by whalers, the 
front feet of the oea monster, and 
the big vertebrae bones are strung 
together on an iron water pipe. 

The yard adjoins the building of the 
Dominion fisheries exhibit, the whale 
lately disported iUelf in the waters of 
the North Atlantic. It was forty-five 
feet long, which will be the measure¬ 
ment of the skeleton when It Is put 
together and mounted. The work will 
take all summer. 

NO STANDARD RAILWAY FENCE 

Dominion Commission Decide Not to 
Recommend Any—Differences 
. Existing at Present 

That It would be Inadvisable for 
the Dominion railway commission to 
prescribe ary standard fence for the 
railways is the recommendation is¬ 
sued by A. T. Cartwright, undei the 
order of the. commissioners. 

The engineering department of tha 
board had drawn attention to ttas 
fact that the different railway com¬ 
panies use different fences. For ex¬ 
ample, the Grand Trunk Pacific uses 
a five-wire fence with a board on top; 
the Grand Trunk railway uses a ten- 
wire fence; the Canadian Pacific uses 
a five-wire fence to stop horses and 
cattle only, and a seven-wire fence on 
smooth or level ground, with the bot¬ 
tom wire six inches from the ground, 
while the Canadian Northern uses a 
seven-wire fence. 

INSECTS CC8T $50,000,000 


This is Estimated Loss to Canadian 
Crops Annually 

Canada loses at least fifty million 
dollars a year through damage to 
crops alone from insect pests, accord¬ 
ing to a statement in the Agricultural 
Gazette, published by the department 
of agriculture. The protection of In¬ 
sect-killing birds Is strongly urged. 
Investigation has shown that Insects 
form 65 per cent of the total yearly 
food of woodpeckers, 96 per cent of 
that of fly catchers, and 96 per cent 
of the yearly food of wrens. 

Another reason given for protecting 
the birds is the fact that many of 
them consume the seeds of weeds. 

Canadians Like Sugar 

The annual consumption of sugar 
In Italy Is only eleven pounds per 
head of the population. The Canadian 
consumption la nearly 70 pounds per 
head. 


HU HUH 10: 
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WILL BE STARTED AS 800N A8 
G.T.P. AND C.N.R. ARE 
COMPLETED 

Will Open Up a Vast Territory in 
Northern British Columbia and 
Southern Yukon—-.From Vancouver 
to Behring 8ea by Rail. 

Railway communication between 
Northern British Columbia, the Yuk¬ 
on and Alaska will Inevitably follow 
the completion ot the Canadian North¬ 
ern Pacific aud tbe operations ot the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railways, in the 
opinion of Dr. Alfred Thompson. M.P. 
for the Yukon, wbo was Interviewed 
In Vancouver recently. 

"The next great railway to be 
constructed in Canada,” ne predicts 
“will be from a point on tbe Grand 
Trunk Pacific In British Columbia 
through the northern part ot tbe 
province and tbe Yukon to connect 
with tbe system which lshto be built 
by tbe United States government in 
Alaska. This will open up a vast ter¬ 
ritory In North British Columbia and 
Southern Yukon and give railway 
communication from Sydney, C.B., to 
the boundary line of the Yukon on the 
141st meridian, west making K pos¬ 
sible to take a trai l In Vancouver and 
ride to the shores ot the Behring Sea. 
This will make an empire tributary to 
the cities of British Columbia, and I 
have no doubt that the greatest 
amount this trade will come to Van¬ 
couver. ' 

"This Is noj a visionary project,” 
Dr. Thonjppcfl added. “Hon. Frank¬ 
lin K. Lane, secretary of state at 
Washington, hai signified his willing¬ 
ness to construct a branch of the 
Alaskan system to the Yukon bound¬ 
ary, and Sir Richard McBride, Is, I 
understand, very willing to have his 
government co-operate with the fed¬ 
eral government in building the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia section. When the time 
is ripe I believe I can get the Do¬ 
minion government to build the 
Yukon section. So that the big rail¬ 
way project Is net a remote possibil¬ 
ity by any means.” 

The gold production in the Yukon 
this year was estimated by the mem¬ 
ber at $6,000,000. The opinion was 
expressed that the plana of the Unit¬ 
ed States to spend $35,000,000 in 
building 1,000 miles ot railway In 
Alaska would no doubt give a big Im¬ 
petus to trade In tbo Yukon territory 
as well. 


PULPWOOD CONSUMPTION 


An Increase of Over Twenty-Eight 
Rer Cent. In the Quantity of Pulp- 
wood Used by Canadian Mills 




In 1913 


T%® annual statistics on the pulp in¬ 
dustry in Canada are given In a bulle¬ 
tin to be issued shortly ,by the fores¬ 
try branch of the Interior depart¬ 
ment. A total of 48 firms operating 
65 pulp-mills in Canada in 1913 re¬ 
ported the consumption of over a mil¬ 
lion cords of pulpwood. This is an In¬ 
crease of 28.1 per cent, over the fig¬ 
ures for 1912 and shows clearly the 
rapidly Increasing Importance of the 
pulp and paper industry In Canada. 

Over eight hundred thousand tons 
of pulp were manufactured, of which 
ground-wood or mechanical pulp 
formed over seventy per cent. 

Quebec has always been the leading 
province in this Industry and in 1913 
manufactured over half of the pulp 
produced. The industry in British 
Columbia is rapidly growing, this pro¬ 
vince having moved up from last 
place on the list in 1911 to third 
place In 1913. 

Spruce Is still the moat important 
wood used In the Industry although 
balsam fir In the east and hemlock In 
British Columbia are being used In 
greater quantities each year as tbe 
supply of spruce available for this 
purpose becomes more difficult to ob¬ 
tain. One of the greatest drains on 
the spruce supply Is caused by the 
export of unmanufactured pulpwood 
to the United States. 

During 1913 a total of 1,035,030 
cords ot unmanufactured pulpwood 
were exported from Canada. This 
wood might have been manufactured 
into pulp in Canada and would have 
been sufficient to supply 60 mills of 
the average size of those operating 
In Canada at the present time. 

Restrictive legislation In most of 
the Canadian provinces has checked 
this export of raw material and the 
proportion of wood so exported Is de¬ 
creasing each year although it still 
represents almost half the total quant¬ 
ity of pulpwood produced. 


One oi the Last Three 
General de Berry, one of the three 
survivorsp of the battle of Chillian 
walla who lives at Rochester, has just 
celebrated his 91st birthday. The 
other survivors are Drum-Major Jbhn 
Harvey, who lives In Manchester and 
Is 82 years, and W. D. H. Batllie, of 
Wellington, New Zealand, who Is 
nearly 90 and who was subaltern un¬ 
der General de Berry In India. The 
battel' of Chilllanwalla, which was 
fought on January 13, 1849, was the 
engagement which marked the turn 
Ing point in the second Sikh war and 
led to the annexation of the great 
Punjab territory. The 24th Foot, now 
the South Wales Borderers, b8ke the 
brunt of the fighting, taking th6 
bayonet and capturing 20 gurs. Gen¬ 
eral de Berry, like all the members 
of the regiment, showed extraordin¬ 
ary courage and we a mentioned in 
despatches. / 
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A Queer Anomaly 
The peculiar anomaly In the 
bee law which permits a man to 
ry the sister of his deceased wire, 
but does not allow a woman to marry 
the brother of her dead husband was 
exemplified In a decision given the 
other day in Montreal by Justice De¬ 
mers of the superior court. Mrs. 
Joseph Giroux, nee Virginia Bradley, 
sued her husband for separation. 
During tbe bearing of the case It de¬ 
veloped thq,t the defendant Is her sec¬ 
ond husband and a brother of her 
first The judge ruled that she could 
not obtain separation; that she was 
not the legal wife of the defendant 
and that her marriage should be con¬ 
sidered null and void, being contrary 
to the civil code In Quebec. 


FEARLESS WOMEN DIVER8 


Hew the Shellfish Hunters ef Japan 

* Work In ley Waters 

Tbe womei shellfish divers ot 
Tol>a. Japan, perform the work that 
mep elsewhere feel called upon to 
ac. I In fact, travellers claim that the 
women of Toba do nearly all the 
manual labor, the men being sh'ft- 
les*. Of the - shellflshers In partlcuv 
lar writes W. D. Cfcmeron in “The 
Fat East.” 

‘•Our sampan pushed off arid was 
headed for «* small island In the bay 
off which wr.s a boat containing In 
addition to the boatmen two women. 
They were dressed In a costume re¬ 
presenting an upper and lower gar¬ 
ment and as we approached they 
Jumped into tbe sea ahd swam to¬ 
ward us. I may mention the after¬ 
noon was bitterly cold, with a raw 
north wind blowing, necessitating 
our party turning up heavy overcoat 
cellars and drawing up rugs. After 
a few preliminary strokes the two 
women turned turtle, as it were, 
and disappeared beneath the surface 
of the water. 

“It being clear, we could see them 
swimming down into the depths un¬ 
til they completely disappeared, the 
water at that spot being at least 
twenty-five feet deep. They stayed 
down for a period covering anything 
from one and a half to three and a 
half minutes reappearing bearing In 
their hands live Shellfish, seaweed, 
etc., taken from the bottom. Tills 
spoil they dropped into our- boat 
resting a lew moments by hanging 
onto its side, repeating the perform¬ 
ance again and again. 

“The most impressive and I may 
almost say awe inspiring feature of 
the whole performance was the re¬ 
markable sounds those women gave 
vent to while preparing to go und<>r. 
The nplses were like nothing more 
than moans starting at first softly 
and gradually Increasing both in 
volume and scale until they reach¬ 
ed a stage resembling the crieat of 
a soul In torment Between these 
sounds were emitted shrill whistles 
all this extraordinary performance 
being apparently a preparation of 
tbe respiratory organs for the long 
spell unde*'water.- 

“After repeated dives the women 
were picked np by tbelr boat and 
rowed to the neighboring island, 
where presently we saw the smoke 
of a large fire, from which no doubt 
the ‘mermaids' obtained a consider¬ 
able degree of comfort after their 
prolonged Immersion in the Icy 
watdr.” 


Welsh Coal Shippers 
The success ef American coal ship¬ 
pers! In securing a large portion of the 
twej/b of the -Mediterranean and 
strengthening Uielr ports Is occasion¬ 
ing misgivings among the colliery and 
snip owners of South Wales, who for¬ 
merly hfeld a monopoly of this trade. 
It has just been announced at Cardiff 
that the Americans have scured an 
order for 100,000 tons of coal from the 
Italian state railways for delivery 
during the next six months, making a 
total of 300,000 tons for this year. 
Formerly the whole supply of these 
railways was secured from Wales. 
The Egyptian, state railways have also 
bought more extensively from Amer¬ 
ica this year, diverting in this way 
some $2,500,000 from South Wales. 
American coal cargoes are also find¬ 
ing their way to French and Spanish 
ports with increasing frequency. 

The high price ot Welsh coal and 
the cheapening cf freight Is held re¬ 
sponsible for the change. American 
coal can now bo delivered at foreign 
ports at from 50 cents to a dollar a 
ton cheaper than the' Welsh product 
The Welsh colliers are working to 
their full capacity and are fully 
booked for this year’s capacity, but It 
Is the future which the owners fear, 
for the Italian and Egyptian orders 
could always be depended upon, 
whereas the orders now being filled 
are Irregular.

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ARCHDUKE PRIZED AMERICAN TIP 


One of Hla Proudest Possessions 
Was a Swiss 100-Franc Bank- 
Note 

One of the proudest possessions of 
the murdered Archduke Francis Ferd¬ 
inand was a Swiss banknote of cne 
hundred francs received as a tip from 
an American. The Archduke Is an 
accomplished Alpinist and chamois 
hunter, and had a shootfhg lodge at 
Blumbachtal In the Tyrolese Alps, 
where he was accustomed to rough 
It. On several occasions he was mis¬ 
taken for a guide. Once he came up- 
berhood of Bernina pass he came up¬ 
on a part/ of three Americans who 
had lost their way, and conducted 
them to a place whence they could 
continue their journey safely. One of 
the party handed the Archduke a 
banknote In return for the trouble 
taken. Tbe Archduke accepted It and 
bad tbe note framed. 


Stone Worth Half Million 
The schooner Hans Egede, belong¬ 
ing to the Danish government, which 
recently put Into Lerwick harbor 
from Greenland with stores and pass¬ 
engers en route to Copenhagen, bad 
on board the well-known Arctic ex¬ 
plorer. Knud Rasmussen, wbo has 
just completed a 1,200 miles sledge 
journey. Rasmussen had covered the 
distance In one month. The explorer 
stated that while on this journey, he 
came across a large meteor stone, 
weighing 10,000 pounds, which he 
says, is worth half a million sterling. 
The stone Is to be taken to Copen¬ 
hagen, and In the meantime Is the 
property of the Danish government. 
In addition to the passengers, the 
Hans Egede had on board four Es¬ 
kimo men and one Eskimo woman. 


Earl Grey Explained Scheme 
Earl Grey, giving evidence at ihe 
Dominion’s Royal commission, said 
nobody connected with the schemo of 
erecting an Imperial building on the 
Aldwych site was working for bene¬ 
fit The building was intended mere¬ 
ly to display Dominion produce, not 
as a market. The commission meets 
again here In London In November 
after visiting Canada. ^

PLENTY OF FREE LAND CAN BE 
SECURED IF THE THREE 
PRAIRIE PROVINCES 

Over Twenty-Seven Million Acres, or 
One Hundred and 8eventy-Four 
Thousand Hoifiesteada Can be 
Taken up In the Prairie West 
In view of tbe fact that for some 
years the free homesteads of the Can¬ 
adian West Lave been taken up 
annually by thousands, it may be a 
surprise to know that there are still 
In tbe throe provinces cjf Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, 174,706 
free grants for homestead entry, ap¬ 
proximately 27,952,960 acres, apart 
from that now held as timber limits. 

While Manitoba was the first set¬ 
tled province, aud It has generally 
been understood that little desirable 
land was left, the new comers of re¬ 
cent years have directed their atten¬ 
tion largely to Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta, with the result that vast areas 
In these two provinces have been ob¬ 
tained. It Is a fact, however, that 
there are in Manitoba thousands of 
acres of good land still open, although 
last year in the Oak Point district 
there was a big Influx of settlers. 

A computation of tbe free, grant 
lands just made shows that there re¬ 
mains in Manitoba more than 25,000 
homesteads and many of them of the 
very finest lands In the Dominion, 
and some within 60 miles of Winni¬ 
peg. 

Generally the homesteads remain¬ 
ing are of the kind called tbe poor 
man's homestead Many of them 
have been left because the settlers 
were anxious for the prairie laud, 
where they could immediately com¬ 
mence breaking and sowing. The 
homesteads now available for the 
most part have sufficient timber to 
supply building material and fuel. 
They are well watered and adapted 
for mixed farming, the kind of farm¬ 
ing which Is now receiving more at¬ 
tention every year. 

Qut of tbe to tail of 174,706 home¬ 
steads, 142,263 are trtiutary to the 
Canadian Northern Railway. Roughly 
speaking they follow the main line 
west of the railway about four town¬ 
ships in width and anything from one 
mile to thirty miles from the rail¬ 
way. 

The main line of the Canadian Nor¬ 
thern west runs through a more heav- 
Uy timbered country than the other 
lines, and this t one of the reasons 
why there la such a large proportion 
adjacent to this road. Another rea-on 
why much of this land has not been 
taken up before Is that some of the 
districts were left because of the 
heavy timber. 

It Is otimated that when this land 
is taken up by the homesteaders the 
27,925,960 acres will bring the Do¬ 
minion government in fees of 6 cents 
an acre or a total of $1,747,060. and, 
estimating that each homestead will 
draw on an average a family of five 
people, the population of the west 
will be Increased by nearly a million. 
Fifteen per cen\ of the lands ars 
within 16 miles of railway lines and 
60 per cent, within 30 miles. 


PANAMA WILL INCREASE TRADE 

Trade Commissioner Sees Great Pros¬ 
pects Opening up In This 
Direction 

E. S. S. Flood trade commissioner 
for the Barbardoes, in a report to tbs 
department of trade and commerce 
states that the opening of the Pan¬ 
ama canal will enable shippers of 
lumber from British Columbia to com¬ 
pete for part of the trade with tbs 
West Indies Interest, he says, has 
been expressed by dealers in Bar 
badoes on tbe subject and Inquiries 
have been made as to tbe character¬ 
istics of Douglas fir and western pins 
or spruce, and as to their suitability 
for the tropics, as compared with the 
pine and spruce from Eastern Can¬ 
ada and the pitch pine now Imported 
from the United States. To satisfy 
these inquiries a request has been 
made to the trade department of Brit- 
lsh Columbia to furnish samples of 
the different varieties of plumber that 
are commercially important and suit 
able for exportation. These samples 
will be shown to the traders and af¬ 
terwards sent to Trinidad, Jamaica, 
British Guiana and the northern 
islands. In this way an opportunity 
will me afforded for a comparison 
of British Columbia lumber with that 
now imported his will assist In pre¬ 
paring for an early Improvement as 
soon as intercourse is established 
through the canal. 


GOVERNMENT BUYS CATTLE 


200 Head of Cattle Have Been Diatrl- 
buted In Baakatchewan 

At a cost of approximately $23,000 
more than 200 head ot cattle have 
been purchased by Saskatchewan live¬ 
stock branch slice opening of the pres¬ 
ent season for distribution to tbe 
farmers of the province. Regina, 
Lloydminster, Duval, North Battle- 
ford and Lumsden are the points at 
which ca.tle brought ic from the east 
have been transhipped for distribution 
to tbe various purchasers. Tbe ani¬ 
mals are pure bred males and high 
grade females 

The live stock policy of. the govern¬ 
ment has contributed in a notable de¬ 
gree to the advancement of mixed 
farming in Saskatchewan. Faorn all 
portions of the province come reports 
that the nu-nber of head of stock kept 
by the farmers has been greatly in¬ 
creased. The demand for the stock 
selected by the expert of tbe live 
stock branch is likely to increase as 
the number of head increases in Ihe 
province, as the settlers are Lrought 
to a fuller realization of the import¬ 
ance of this branch of the farmers' 
Industry.
